The aim of the bins is to 
provide a safe place where 
knives can be surrendered, 
and one will be placed at the 
end of the car park at Tesco 
at Fiveways, Edgbaston. 

It will be unveiled today 
by Christina’s mother Cath, 
who has asked for the bin 
to be purple, Christina’s 
favourite colour. Everyone 
who attends the event is 
asked to wear something 
purple. 

Other knife bins will be 
placed in Sparkbrook and 
Aston. 

Bins are also to be in¬ 
stalled in Wolverhampton, 
including one in Whitmore 
Reans unveiled by Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
Bob Jones’s widow Sarah 
Edmondson and his step¬ 
daughter Frances Harrison. 

Paranoid schizophrenic 
Philip Simelane, aged 24 
from Walsall, was detained 
indefinitely under the Men¬ 
tal Health Act for Christi¬ 
na’s manslaughter due to 
dimi nished responsibility . 

Scheme is 
welcomed 

A £5 million investment to 
bring regeneration to Cra- 
dley Heath has been wel¬ 
comed as a much-needed 
boost to the town.

The college predicts 
3,250 people will be trained 
through teaching and work¬ 
shops at the centre within 
the first five years of open¬ 
ing.

The Government will also 
give £lm to Halesowen Col¬ 
lege toward a new £3m Ad¬ 
vanced Science, Engineering 
and Technology Skills Cen¬ 
tre at Coombs Wood Busi¬ 
ness Park, Halesowen. 

The centre will provide

pie whilst marking out our 
borough as a great place for 
investment, making Dudley 
a place where businesses 
know they will be able to 
access the skills they need.” 

Dudley College Principal 
Lowell Williams said: “We 
are thrilled that the Gov¬ 
ernment has recognised the 
role that Dudley College can 
play in the regeneration of 
the Black Country. 

“Over the last three years, 
we have invested heavily in 
Dudley’s town centre. This 
funding will bring our total 
investment to £50m.” 

“CABTech will enable us 
to bring training opportu¬ 
nities in advanced building 
and construction skills to 
the region that will support 
the recovery of the construc¬ 
tion industry and its supply 
chain.” 

Halesowen College Prin¬ 
cipal Keith Bate said: “The 
college is a very strong pro¬ 
vider of education for 16 
to 19-year-old and we are 
building on that with higher 
level programmes.” 

He added: “We want to 
offer courses which match 
what employers in the local 
area want.” 

The announcement of the 
investment came as Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
visited Halesowen College 
this week.

PRIME Minister David Cameron an¬ 
nounced a huge investment in the 
Black Country whilst visiting Hale¬ 
sowen College on Monday. 

He vowed it would mark the dawn of 
a new era for the Black Country while 
touring Halesowen College, which is 
set to benefit from the cash boost. 

A total of £3 million will be invested 
in a 1,300 sq m Advanced Science, En¬ 
gineering and Technology Skills Cen¬ 
tre at Coombs Wood Business Park, 
part of Halesowen College. 

This is intended to provide 250 
higher level apprenticeships in IT, 
laboratory technician, electrical engi¬ 


neering and business/accounts skills to 
meet the needs of employers. 

The new centre will work with a 
range of leading companies including 
Exova, Eurofins Scientific and Hale¬ 
sowen-based Sterling Power Group 
who will provide the practical training 
facilities.

During the visit Mr Cameron said:

I will never forget vis¬ 
iting the Jaguar Land Rover engine 
plant in Wolverhampton but this is 
also a statement that we are going to 


have small and medium enterprises in 
the whole supply chain, manufactur¬ 
ing components and parts.” 

Mr Cameron met with students and 
explained that young people were a

“Halesowen College is getting £3m 
as part of the local growth deal and 
that will mean more apprentices,” he 
said. “Young people are a key part of 
local growth deals. 

“I don’t want an economy where 
London is booming and the rest of the 
country is behind.

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Plea for an extension over election 


THE Home Office is being urged to 
extend a 35 working-day limit on 
the time before an election can be 
held to replace West Midlands Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner Bob 
Jones. 

Mr Jones died suddenly last week 
aged 59 and is the first of the new 
wave of police commissioners to 
pass away while in office. 

His death has triggered a rule 


that a by-election must take place 
within 35 days. 

The Home Office says this should 
be interpreted as 35 working days. 

Members of the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Panel are plead¬ 
ing for more time, saying it will be 
‘impossible’ for parties to find can¬ 
didates and for authorities to organ¬ 
ise the election in such a short space 
of time. 


They are also concerned about the 
election being during the summer 
school holidays, when many voters 
might be away on family holiday. 

A meeting of the panel will take 
place on Monday to appoint an in¬ 
terim commissioner, expected to 
be Yvonne Mosquito, currently the 
Deputy Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner. 

A public celebration of the life of 


Mr Jones will take place later this 
month. Wolverhampton Civic Hall 
will host the event ahead of Mr 
Jones’ private family funeral on 
July 23. His family have asked that 
anyone attending the celebration, 
which starts at 1pm, not wear black. 

Mr Jones’ wife Sarah paid trib¬ 
ute, saying he was an ‘entirely 
modest and unassuming’ man who 
wanted to make the public feel safe.

Asbestos 
exposure 
led to death 
years later 

A MAN who defied the doc¬ 
tors to carry on living years 
beyond their estimates has 
died months before his 50th 
wedding anniversary. 

Retired panel beater Mal¬ 
colm Bogges succumbed to 
cancer, caused by his work 
with asbestos, at his Hale¬ 
sowen home last Wednes¬ 
day. But an inquest into his 
death revealed the 70-year- 
old had beat the odds to live 
that long, as doctors gave 
him only 18 months when 
he was diagnosed with mes¬ 
othelioma in July 2009. 

Speaking at the hear¬ 
ing at Smethwick Council 
House, his wife Dorothy 
said he had worked with the 
substance during an appren¬ 
ticeship. 

She said: “They used to 
do fire engines, I believe 
the piping on the engines 
was done with asbestos. 
They also used to do weld¬ 
ing with asbestos blankets. 
I presume they used to use 
them to stop sparks going 
all over the place. I can only 
go on what he told me, that 
the asbestos blankets were 
sometimes getting old, fi¬ 
bres were coming off them.” 

Before he died he received 
compensation. 

Black Country senior 
coroner Robin Balmain re¬ 
corded that he died of an 
industrial disease.

Body of 
pensioner 
was found 
in garage 

THE body of murdered pen¬ 
sioner Cynthia Beamond 
was found in the garage 
at her home in Howley 
Grange, Halesowen, an in¬ 
quest has heard. 

The 80-year-old’s body 
was discovered on June 29, 
two days after she was re¬ 
ported missing. A post-mor¬ 
tem concluded voluntary 
charity worker Mrs Bea¬ 
mond, of Juliet Road, died 
from head injuries.

Leo Barnes, 32, of 
Runcorn Road, Balsall 
Heath, and Chantelle Mo- 
ran-Stokes, 24, from the 
same address in Birming¬ 
ham, appeared before Dud¬ 
ley Magistrates Court on 
Thursday. Barnes is also 
accused of a second murder 
at an address in London. 

Moran-Stokes also ap¬ 
peared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on Friday, 
although Barnes did not. 
Judge John Warner ad¬ 
journed the case for plea and 
case management hearing 
on October 10.

THIS artist’s impression gives a glimpse 
to what will greet thousands of visitors ar¬ 
riving for the day at picturesque parkland 
that is bidding to become a major tourist 
attraction. 

Proposals for a new £2.5 million visitor 
centre to be built in the grounds of Hagley 
Hall, near Stourbridge, have been revealed. 

Lord Cobham, who owns the hall and 
surrounding Hagley Park, hopes to reopen 
the park which had been closed for more 
than three decades. He aims to use income 
from up to 100,000 visitors a year to pay 
vast costs associated which maintaining 


the 18th century hall and its 300-acre park 
including the landmark Wychbury Obelisk. 

The centre would be built on fields off the 
A456, opposite the Badgers Sett pub, under 
proposals with a new link roadway being 
constructed off the dual carriageway. 

It will incorporate education and history 
exhibitions showcasing Hagley Hall and 
park through the ages and include study 
areas for visiting school children. 

There will also be a restaurant, gift shop 
and outdoor seating area for visitors to gaze 
over the rolling hills of the parkland. 

Accommodation for a ranger is also part 


of the plans alongside a children’s play 
area. There are also outline plans to create 
a car park for up to 180 vehicles including 
coaches. 

Lord Cobham said he hoped the visitor 
numbers could put the venue on par with 
the Black Country Living Museum and 
Severn Valley Railways as a major West 
Midlands attraction. “It would be a huge at¬ 
traction for this part of the world,” he said. 
“It’s very important to bring back the 18th 
century park for the public.” 

The plans will be discussed by 
Bromsgrove District Council. 


Extra places needed at 
schools across borough 


THREE schools could be expanded to admit 
almost 400 extra pupils as a governing edu¬ 
cation authority struggles against a growing 
demand for spaces. 

Dudley Council has already created an addition¬ 
al 145 reception class spaces at nine of its schools 
ahead of the beginning of the new academic year in 


Show success 
means more 
staff needed 

EXTRA curators are being 
recruited to four town halls 
by council bosses to help 
cope with an increase in 
bookings for shows. 

Dudley Council is looking 
to take on the additional 
staff to work at its venues in 
the borough. An average of 
around 180,000 visitors at¬ 
tend shows at Stourbridge 
Town Hall, Dudley Town 
Hall, Brierley Hill Civic Hall 
and the Cornbow in Hale¬ 
sowen each year. 

The council says it needs 
to take on additional three 
casual curators, taking the 
total to six. Bosses say dur¬ 
ing busy periods they do not 
have enough staff on site. 
Bookings are taken seven 
days a week and have stead¬ 
ily increased during the last 
six years. 

There are more than 15 
professional shows between 
now and the end of the year 
with comedians John Bishop 
and Jasper Carrott as well 
as productions by Viva Mu- 
sica Choir and Ballet Cymru 
on the Entertainment Live 
programme. There are also 
amateur productions, film 
screenings, dances and 
other events.

But the council has now 
unveiled further propos¬ 
als for 210 extra places at 
Sledmere Primary School 
in Dudley, 105 for Gig Mill 
Primary in Stourbridge and 
70 for Kate’s Hill Primary 
School for September 2015. 

Council officers are also 
considering providing extra 
spaces at Hob Green Pri¬ 
mary School in Stourbridge, 
Howley Grange Primary 
School in Halesowen and 
Netherton Primary School 
for next year. 

The plans come as officers 
predict a surge in demand 
for primary school places 
over the next three years.

Pc and sister helped

THE sister of a West Midlands police officer 
has been convicted of helping him and oth¬ 
ers in the running of brothels in the West End 
of London.

It smashed its estimates by 
more than seven fold with 
bidders outdoing one an¬ 
other until the hammer fell 
for an anonymous buyer on 
the phone. 


Jail term 
for leader 
of heroin 
smugglers 

SELF-EMPLOYED delivery 
driver Tahir Mahmood, a 
father-of-two from Stour¬ 
bridge, has been jailed for 
leading a heroin smuggling 
enterprise and will serve 16 
years in prison. 

The 53-year-old from 
Ridge Grove was sentenced 
at Birmingham Crown 
Court. Mr Tim Hannam, 
prosecuting, said he had 
close links with the source 
of the drug in Pakistan and 
was involved in almost every 
step of its importation into 
Europe. He had two col¬ 
leagues in Spain he would 
use to recruit mules and 
arrange for their passage 
across the globe. 

Sometimes hidden in 
cases, the drugs would leave 
Pakistan with the couriers. 
One mule was due to hide 
the drugs in specially-cre¬ 
ated shoes but they did not 
fit, so he had to stash the 
drugs in his case. Sometimes 
Mahmood met the couriers 
at Birmingham Airport. 

Mr Hannam said: “Each 
importation of heroin began 
in Pakistan with officials at 
either Karachi or Lahore 
airports being corrupted in 
order to allow the drugs to 
bypass the security proce¬ 
dures in place. The courier 
and the drugs travelled via 
various interconnecting 
flights to Europe.” 

Mahmood will face a fur¬ 
ther hearing to see how 
much money he has to pay 
from his assets.

A GOLF professional has 
admitted to possessing more 
than 2,800 indecent images. 

Guy Dean, who has 
worked at golf clubs across 
the Black Country and 
Staffordshire, appeared at 
Stafford Crown Court on 
Monday. 

The 44-year-old, of Pelsall 
Lane, Bloxwich, admitted 
seven charges of making in¬ 
decent images of a child and 
two of possessing extreme 
pornographic images. 

Dean also pleaded guilty 
to possessing three images 
of extreme pornography and 
five pornographic images 
involving animals. He had 
more than 2,800 pictures 
and one video. 

Miss Catherine O’Reilly, 
defending Dean, told the 
court a psychiatric report 
on her client was being pre¬ 
pared. 

Judge Mark Eades ad¬ 
journed the case and Dean 
was released on uncondi¬ 
tional bail.

700k grant is aiming to 
help people stay healthy 


ALMOST £700,000 will be spent trying to get 
people in the Black Country to do at least 30 
minutes of exercise a week.

THE sudden death of West Mid¬ 
lands police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Bob Jones has left a void 
that many think cannot be filled 
- even though the law says they 
must do so in just over a month. 

Were the loss of a public serv¬ 
ant respected even by his polit¬ 
ical opponents not enough, the 
police have now been left deal¬ 
ing with one of the more absurd 
parts of the statute that created 
the post in the first place. 

The Police Reform and Social 
Responsibility Act that gave rise 
to the 2012 elections of PCCs 
requires a by-election be held 
‘not more than 35 days after the 
relevant event’. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, 
who chairs the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Panel, found 
himself in the unenviable posi¬ 
tion of having to discuss how 
to replace Mr Jones within four 
hours of being told of his pass¬ 
ing. 

There then followed a debate 
between Government depart¬ 
ments over whether ‘35 days’ 
meant calendar or business 
days and whether the ‘relevant 
event’ (such a cold and clinical 
term) meant Mr Jones’ passing 
or some formal notification. 

If we leave aside the gross in¬ 
sensitivity of a law that requires 
a vacancy to be filled so quickly, 
it is also a bureaucratic night¬ 
mare. 

The PCC for the West Mid¬ 
lands covers not fewer than sev¬ 
en council areas. Three of them 
are cities and one of those is Bir¬ 
mingham, the second biggest in 
the country. 

Then there will be the work for 
the political parties and candi¬ 
dates, who must select people 
to stand for them and get all the 
paperwork through. 

There will need to be the time 
to come up with campaign liter¬ 
ature. 

Meanwhile the work of the 
PCC must continue. An interim 
appointment will be made later 
this month. 

But what happens if the tem¬ 
porary post holder, likely to be 
deputy PCC Yvonne Mosquito, 
wants to throw her hat into the 
ring? 

Will she be allowed to cam¬ 
paign while technically the in¬ 
cumbent? 

All the while, we continue to 
mourn the loss of Bob Jones 
CBE, who never believed the 
role of a PCC should exist in the 
first place. 

In a letter to the Express & 
Star in 2012, thanking voters 
and pledging to serve everyone, 
regardless of how or even if they 
voted, Mr Jones wrote: “I believe 
police and crime commissioners 
are an expensive and unneces¬ 
sary change, poorly implement¬ 
ed and appallingly publicised.” 

Were he with us today he 
would be within his rights to say 
the chaos following his death 
had proved him correct. 

But he’d be too busy quietly 
getting on with the job for that.

“I received a medal after appearing in 
the book which I treasure very much be¬ 
cause it is a fantastic achievement,” says 
Paddy. “It has been a very exciting few 
years and I have really enjoyed myself 
and since the show ended I have had a 
lot of job offers. 

“Nico and I have been invited to ap¬ 
pear on India’s Got Talent as guest per¬ 
formers which is exciting. I have also 
been asked to perform on a cruise ship 
for three months but that is just too long 
because I have a home, a garden, a dog 
and a cat in Spain and I can’t abandon 
them. 

“I will carry on dancing for as long as I 
am able to. I have no intention of giving 
up just yet.” 

Last week Paddy marked her 80th 
birthday by giving a talk about her ex¬ 
periences to students at Wolverley CE 
Secondary School near Kidderminster. 

The mother-of-four and grandmoth- 
er-of-seven comes back to the West Mid¬ 
lands every four months from her home 
in Spain to visit friends and family. She 
says: “I miss Stourbridge, I love coming 
back and seeing everyone I know. I’m a 
Stourbridge girl at heart.”

SHE is the hip-shaking, nim¬ 
ble-footed great-grandmother 
who stunned the nation as she 
was thrown around the dance¬ 
floor by her younger partner. 

Jaws dropped as Paddy Jones 
twirled around the Britain’s Got 
Talent stage earning herself a stand¬ 
ing ovation from all four judges. 

As she celebrates her 80th birthday, 
she has revealed she has no plans to 
hang up her dancing shoes yet, vowing 
to carry on as long as she can. 

Golden 


Paddy, from Stourbridge, won the 
hearts of the nation when she was put 
straight through to the final of the 
ITV1 show after judge Amanda Holden 
pressed her golden buzzer. 

She says: “Since appearing on the 
show my life has been incredible and now 
I want to encourage people to go for their 
dreams and not give up. 

“My mother was a singer and she 
wanted to be professional but my 
grandpa said no and told her she had to 
stay in Stourbridge. I think she lived her 
life through me. I started dancing at the 
age of two and later started drama and 
elocution lessons because, living in the 
Black Country, elocution is important. I 
was 12 when I did my first professional 
show at Dudley Hippodrome and 15 
when I left school to go into theatre.” 

Paddy performed in Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Birmingham and Blackpool 
before meeting her late husband, David, 
at the age of 16. She decided to give up 
dancing aged 22 to start a family and ran 
a shop called Paddy’s Fabrics in Victoria 
Passage, Stourbridge.

In 2001 the couple decided to move 
to Spain but sadly their move was de¬ 
layed when David was diagnosed with 
leukaemia. After nine months of treat¬ 
ment at Russells Hall Hospital, he was 
well enough to go and they enjoyed a 
few happy months there before the dis¬ 
ease returned. He died in March 2003. 

Paddy took up Latin-American dance 
lessons to keep herself busy and redis¬ 
covered her love of dance. Her teacher 
Nico Espinosa, 40 years her junior, rec¬ 
ognised her potential and together they 
started working on routines. 


Since then she has been swung, flung, 
thrown and twirled around stages all 
over the world and together the couple 
won the Spanish version of Britain’s 
Got Talent. They finished ninth in the 
UK version of the competition after 
Paddy soldiered on despite breaking her 
ribs just before the final round. 

“I never expected the kind of recep¬ 
tion I got after appearing on Britain’s 
Got Talent,” says Paddy. “It was in¬ 
credible when Amanda pressed the 
golden buzzer because we were the first 
contestants on the show to get one and

Leader attacks 
‘abuse of power’ 



Dudley’s David Sparks has been appointed chairman of the local government association 


DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 
speaks to a veteran Black 
Country councillor who 
fears the impact of cuts 

DRASTIC cuts in council 
funding are part of an ‘abuse 
of power’ by the Government, 
according to senior Dudley 
councillor David Sparks. 

Were he ‘merely’ the leader of a 
metropolitan borough council, a 37- 
year veteran of local politics, it might 
not be an unusual remark. But Coun¬ 
cillor Sparks is the firstWest Midlands 
chairman of the influential Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association. 

He has just taken up the post, over¬ 
seeing the national body that repre¬ 
sents all but two local authorities in 
England ,and as such his words carry 
a weight far beyond the borough of 
Dudley. 

Warnings 

Now, he makes a series of stark 
warnings, saying: 

Cuts in funding to councils are so 
severe that many will do nothing more 
than look after vulnerable adults and 
children within four or five years. 

Council tax is in need of a major re¬ 
form or even replacement. 

Authorities in the West Midlands 
must have a greater say over their 
funding to compete with London and 
Greater Manchester. 

Local democracy has been ‘eroded’ 
by Westminster politicians taking 
more control. 

There is ‘no more money’ to give 
workers going on strike today (July 
10) the pay rises they demand. 

The Dudley Council leader is qui¬ 
etly angry at how councils have been 
banned from raising council tax by 


more than two per cent without hold¬ 
ing a referendum, something no au¬ 
thority would ever win. 

“The fundamental abuse of power 
has been how local councils have been 
singled out by the Government to bear 
the brunt of public expenditure cuts,” 
said Councillor Sparks. 

“For the past 20 years there has 
been a gradual erosion in the freedom 
of individual citizens to determine 
the local services themselves,” says 
65-year-old local government veteran. 
“This has now resulted in a system of 
government that is broken. 

“Councils have been cut back to a 
level that they can no longer satisfy 
the minimum standards that their 


citizens want. Some, such as Wolver¬ 
hampton, have even said they were 
on the verge of bankruptcy. We also 
know that English councils get a raw 
deal when compared with Scotland 
and Wales.” 

“The elephant in the room is the 
council tax system,” Councillor Sparks 
says. “It has never been fundamen¬ 
tally reviewed since it came into effect 
in 1993.” 

He says he wants to see a combined 
authority for the West Midlands, 
bringing Birmingham together with 
the Black Country. It sounds suspi¬ 
ciously like Greater Birmingham. 

“I’m not bothered what you call it,” 
added the Labour councillor.

WORK has begun on a controversial development of 175 homes in 
Hagley, despite thousands campaigning against it. 

Developer Cala Homes has started constructing the first of the properties on 
land off Kidderminster Road. 

The developer is starting work to revamp the A456 Kidderminster Road roundabout 
and junction of Kidderminster Road and Worcester Road as well as installing crossings. 
This part of the scheme is expected to take 26 weeks. 

The housing project has been criticised by residents concerned it will worsen traffic 

problems and put pressure on facilities. A 
petition signed by 4,000 opposed the plans. 

Outline planning permission for the de¬ 
velopment was approved by Bromsgrove 
District Council last year despite objections 
from Hagley Parish Council, before district 
councillors approved the detailed proposals 
in September. 


Work pledge 
is extended 

A CAMPAIGN to increase the number of 
volunteering opportunities for young peo¬ 
ple is to continue for the rest of the year. 

Dudley Council for Voluntary Service 
(DCVS) and Dudley Council ran a month¬ 
long campaign, called Youth Pledge 100, 
during June, which was also Volunteers 
Month. The aim was to persuade organisa¬ 
tions to commit to providing volunteering 
opportunities. 

The two organisations launched the cam¬ 
paign as a response to the low number of 
volunteering opportunities that exist locally 
for 15 to 25-year olds. 

In June eight organisations pledged to 
provide a volunteering placement. Now or¬ 
ganisers hope that up to 100 organisations 
will be encouraged to make the pledge. 

Eileen Fielding, development officer 
at Dudley CVS, said: “There is a desper¬ 
ate need in the region for opportunities 
for young people to try out and learn new 
skills.” 

Mayor of Dudley Councillor Margaret 
Aston, the council’s volunteering cham¬ 
pion, added: “We’re grateful to the organ¬ 
isations that have signed up to the pledge 
and we are hoping that many more do so.” 


Concept 

The Wychbury Fields development will 
feature two, three, four and five bedroom 
homes. Cala Homes says the scheme has 
been designed around a ‘village green’ con¬ 
cept. 

Robert Monkman, sales and marketing 
director for Cala Homes Midlands, said: 
“Hagley is a highly aspirational location. 
This is a flagship development for Cala and 
we have designed a high quality scheme, 
which is traditional in design and sensitive 
to its village location. 

“The considerable contribution we will 
be making to improvements to local infra¬ 
structure and services will also mean that 
the development will benefit the wider com¬ 
munity. We have worked very closely with 
Bromsgrove District Council and the local 
community to create an aspirational range 
of new homes for every type of buyer. We 
have already received a great deal of inter¬ 
est.” 

The developer will contribute £800,000 
towards education facilities and around 
£85,000 towards improvements at Hagley 
Surgery , whilst £1 million is being spent on 
the Kidderminster Road roundabout.

Lucky escape for 
couple after car flips

The item was delivered to a property on 
Princip Street, near the Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
and Aston University, at Monday lunchtime. Buildings 
were evacuated and roads closed off but then a bomb dis¬ 
posal team confirmed the package was not dangerous. 


A third of 
workers in 
the region 
pull sickies 


ONE in three workers in the West Midlands 
admits to having pulled a ‘sickie’ - according 
to the latest research. 

The study found that sick days are costing organi¬ 
sations in the UK more than £23 billion a year, but a 
large proportion of the sick bill could be preventable. 
People lying or exaggerating to take time off work 
accounts for around £9bn of the total bill. 


In its survey of over 2,000 
UK adults, accountants 
PwC found that in the West 
Midlands the most popu¬ 
lar reasons for why people 
pulled a ‘sickie’ were hango¬ 
vers (38 per cent), family re¬ 
sponsibilities (36 per cent), 
job interviews (28 per cent), 
being bored with their job 
(20 per cent), and special 
events such as weddings or 
christenings (15 per cent). 

More than one in 10 (13 
per cent) people said they 
have lied to take time off 
work to watch a sporting 
event. Illness is by far the 
most common excuse but 
the research reveals that 
some workers go to highly 
creative lengths to cover up 
why they are taking illicit 
time off work. 

Some of the more un¬ 
usual excuses from West 
Midlanders included going 
to hospital to get treatment

for a sleep disorder, the ex¬ 
haust fell off their car and 
the boiler blew up so they 
couldn’t have a shower. The 
UK’s overall sickness bill - 
both genuine and made-up 
- has fallen to £23bn from 
£29bn a year ago. 

But despite the posi¬ 
tive trend, UK workers 
still take seven sick days a 
year, nearly three times the 
amount of sick days as their 
counterparts in Asia Pacific 
(2.2 days) and nearly double 
the US (3.8 days). 

Central and Eastern Eu¬ 
rope has the highest level 
of sick days at an average 
of 8.3 a year. PwC part¬ 
ner David Wignall, , said: 
“Despite overall levels of 
absence falling in the UK, 
this could be even lower if 
employers crack down on 
unwarranted absence.”

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Two-tier market fear 
over property prices 

HOUSE prices in parts of the West Midlands are lower 
now than at the worst point in the recession, despite a 
national upturn in the market. 

Fears of a two-tier recovery were raised as houses in 
areas like Bilston were shown to have dropped eight per 
cent in value since 2009 while a home in affluent Solihull 
has shot up 16 per cent. 

Areas like Wolverhampton and Walsall have seen a lit¬ 
tle change since 2009 but a sudden increase in the past 
year. Yet homes in Stourbridge, Dudley, Kidderminster, 
Willenhall and Cannock are all being sold for less now 
than five years ago. 

According to figures from the Halifax, In Bilston an 
average home will change hands for £107,008, compared 
with £268,042 in Solihull. But despite the low growth in 
prices, four out of five properties on the market are out 
of reach of the average working family looking to buy 
their first home, according to housing charity Shelter.

Pilot’s lucky escape after 
wheel collapses on landing 


A PILOT had a lucky escape after 
his plane crashed during landing at 
an airport in South Staffordshire. 

The Piper PA-28 Cherokee was 
coming into land at Wolverhampton 
Halfpenny Green Airport at Bob- 
bington, near Stourbridge, on July 
2 at 11am when its front wheel col¬ 
lapsed causing it to skid along the 
runway. 

The plane was being flown by a 
male pilot and there were no pas¬ 
sengers on board at the time of the 
crash. 

Fire crews based at the airport 
were scrambled to the plane and 
sprayed it with foam to prevent any 
fire starting. 

Airport officials say that the pilot 


was uninjured. They were unable to 
reveal where the plane was flying 
from. 

Alastair Mackinnon, the opera¬ 
tional manager at Wolverhampton 
Halfpenny Green Airport, said: “At 
around 11am the Piper PA-8 Cher¬ 
okee has come into land and as it 
has done so the front wheel has col¬ 
lapsed. 

“It has skidded along the run way 
and come to a stop - it was a simple 
collision. 

“One male was on board, the pilot, 
and there were no injuries. The fire 
service that is based at the airport 
sprayed the plane with foam but this 
was precautionary and to prevent 
any possibility of a fire starting.”

the warning signs of abuse ir 

A website has been 
launched which contains in¬ 
formation about the ‘hidden 
crime’ of child sex exploita¬ 
tion (CSE). Information 
packs are being offered as 
well as guidance for people 
who work in hotels, leisure 
centres and taxi companies. 

Dudley, Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell, Walsall, Coven¬ 
try, Birmingham and Soli¬ 
hull councils are involved 
with West Midlands Police. 

Hidden 

There were 82 cases of 
CSE in Birmingham in 
2013/14, 34 in Sandwell, 29 
in Dudley, 29 in Walsall, 20 
in Wolverhampton, 15 in So¬ 
lihull and 16 in Coventry — 
the numbers are increasing. 
Since April 2014 alone there 
have been 65 more cases in 
Birmingham, 21 in Wolver¬ 
hampton, nine in Dudley, 
four in Sandwell, three in 
Walsall, 15 in Coventry and 
five in Solihull. 

The rise has been put 
down to the work of a spe¬ 
cialist team identifying 
cases that would previously 
have been recorded differ¬ 
ently. 

Stephen Rimmer, West 
Midlands lead for tackling 
CSE, said: “Child sexual ex¬ 
ploitation has been a hidden 
crime for far too long. The 
perpetrators deliberately 
target some of our most vul- 


i a child’s behaviour.

nerable children, whether 
online or in public places, 
and believe they will not be 
caught. This has to end now. 

“For the first time, all of 
the agencies with responsi¬ 
bility for tackling this abuse 
across the West Midlands 
are working to common 
standards of reporting and 
investigation. This must be 
matched by greater public 
awareness. 

“No school or community 
is immune from this threat. 
The relentless depiction of 
online porn is placing ever 
greater pressure on pre and 
early teenagers. 

“We must work together 
to protect our children from 
manipulative abusers of all 
ages and backgrounds, and 
fight back against accepting 
as ‘normal’ the depiction of 
aggressive and exploitative 
sexual relationships.” 

Warning signs can include 
having older friends, a child 
persistently going missing, 
secretive relationships with 
unknown adults, truancy, 
chronic fatigue, constant 
mobile phone calls, posses¬ 
sion of money or new things.

Typi¬ 
cally what we look to try and do is a 
combination of things that will try and 
take pressure off. 

“We will normally have a plan to 
build up capacity. It could involve 
extra beds and staff, helping people 
being discharged from hospital. Over 
the next couple of months we will 
finalise our plans and start to put 
things in place.” 

A report to the governing body said 
the CCG had received notification of 
the winter funds allocation for 2014/15 
and were asked to note that the sum of 
£3.2m is being made available to the 
local health and social care economy. 

Partners have already been asked to 
consider what measures can be taken 
to support the wider system during 
the winter months. 

The winter panel will be reconvened 
to examine each proposal and assess 
impact and value for money. 


Three year jail 
term for suicide 


threat kidnapper 


A SUICIDAL man who 
dragged his former partner 
to a park and threatened 
to hang himself before her 
eyes has been jailed. 

Paul Attwell breached 
bail conditions to visit his 
ex-girlfriend’s home in 
Dudley. Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard the 
28-year-old forced entry 
to the flat before dragging 
her down 12 flights of 
stairs and to a park near 
her flat. There, he tried to 
hang himself, said Mr Rob 
Edwards, prosecuting. 

Attwell, of The Broad¬ 
way, Dudley, admitted one 
count of kidnap and was 
sentenced to three years 
and nine months in jail for 
what Judge John Wait de¬ 
scribed it as a ‘terrifying’ 
attack on February 17. 

At around 2am the vic¬ 
tim’s buzzer rang on her 


flat but she ignored it, as¬ 
suming it to be Attwell. “At 
2.10am he pleaded with 
her to let him come in but 
she told him to go away,” 
said Mr Edwards. “Her 
concerns were such that 
she began to make a call to 
the police at 2.22am.” 

He forced entry to her 
flat and took her mobile 
phone, throwing it down a 
rubbish chute. He grabbed 
her hair, tearing out 
clumps of it. At the park 
father-of-five Attwell made 
a loop with a rope and said 
he was intending to com¬ 
mit suicide. She prevented 
him doing so. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, 
for Attwell, said his client 
had been affected by drink 
and drugs since the age of 
14. He was given a five- 
year restraining order to 
keep away from the victim.

BBC v ITV. Both channels will be 
broadcasting the showpiece match, 
which takes place at the famous 
Estadio do Maracana in Rio de 
Janeiro and kicks off at 8pm, but 
which company will come out on 
top in the ratings? 

The smart money is on the Beeb. 
After all, they have silver fox Gary 
Lineker at the helm, whose still 
boyish good looks, despite the fact 
he’s in his fifties, will appeal to the 
non-football-loving ladies in the 
audience, while fans will simply 
enjoy his knowledge of the game. 

The BBC also have some 
excellent pundits alongside him, 
and we’re hoping that Danny 
Murphy rather than Mark 
Lawrenson gets the 
co-commentator’s spot. 

The former Liverpool and Fulham 
star has been a revelation in this 
position - he’s as interesting as 
poor old Phil Neville was dull during 
his first go at it during England’s 
opening tie against Italy.

Who will actually lift the famous 
trophy is a mystery - there have 
been too many upsets and 
surprises so far to tempt us into 
guessing. What we do know is that 
it won’t be anybody from the British 
Isles. Maybe our time will come in 
Russia in 2018, eh?

Venture is 
capital idea 
to put a smile 
on your face

A high-end MX-5 special edition, the Sport 
Venture stands out with its light gunmetal 
17in alloy wheels; black, heated leather seats 
and satnav, a model which keeps a tried-and- 
tested formula fresh. It is available with both 
1.8 and 2.0-litre engines with the metal-fold¬ 
ing-roof Roadster-Coupe body style. 

Sales of this variant have dropped off in recent 
times as the market for small cabrios has swelled with 
new arrivals, but Mazda is fighting back with keen val¬ 
ue for money, sticking to a design philosophy that’s 
even more relevant now than when the MX-5 was first 
launched in the UK, 20 years ago. 

Indeed, the brand’s use of lightweight construction and 
fuel-efficient engines has been copied by many rivals look¬ 
ing to share its success. 

The Sport Venture special edition is offered with a choice 
of 126PS 1.8-litre power or a 160PS 2.0-litre unit in Roadster 
Coupe guise. Just the smaller engine is used in the soft top 
variant. 

Neither powerplant makes the car the last word in searing 
pace but you can get to 62mph in 9.9 seconds with the 1.8 
and 7.9 seconds with the 2.0-litre. Straight line speed was 
never what the MX-5 was about, instead majoring on tactili- 
ty, usability, comparatively modest grip levels and a chassis 
that’s helped generations of drivers get to grips with rear- 
wheel drive dynamics. 

Both engines are plenty fast enough to extract some en¬ 
joyment from the MX-5’s sweet chassis. 

The metal folding roof retracts in three sections with no 
impact on boot space. Although it’s tempting to think of 
this car as ‘just a roof’, a lot of thought has clearly gone 
into it. The spring and damper settings are subtly revised to 
take account of the hard top car’s marginally altered weight 
distribution. Thankfully, the roof retracts to a position within 
the wheelbase of the car so that it doesn’t detract too much 
from handling agility. 

Subtle 

Park the Roadster Coupe and the MX-5 soft top next to 
each other and it’s possible to see the subtle way in which 
Mazda has teased out the shape to accommodate the fold¬ 
ing roof. The rear deck of the car sits 40mm higher at the 
rear window line and 20mm higher at the trailing edge of the 
boot, giving it a slightly more hunched and powerful look 
than the soft top. It’s really a very minor change and tough 
to discern in isolation. 

Whereas the average duration for a roof operation of this 
kind tends to be around 22 seconds, Mazda has whittled 
that time back to a mere 12 seconds for the MX-5 Road¬ 
ster Coupe. The driver must unlatch a centre lock and then 
press a button to operate the roof but it can easily be done 
while waiting at lights. Boot capacity is a surprisingly usable 
150-litres whether the roof is up or down. 

With the 1.8-litre Roadster Coupe version of this special 
edition offered at around £21,000, you’re looking at a pre¬ 
mium of around £1,800 over the standard range model. 
There’s also a 160PS 2.0-litre petrol option. The soft-top 
MX-5 Sport Venture costs around £19,000, around £500 
more than the standard SE model. 

The exterior features paint finishes that are unique to 
this model plus bright silver door trims and unique exterior 
badging to create a highly distinctive appearance. 

Other standard kit runs to stainless steel scuff plates, 
body-coloured door handles, side, driver and passenger 
airbags, a CD radio with six speakers, electric windows, 
electric adjustable mirrors with heating function and climate 
control air-conditioning. 

For optimum handling stability, all MX-5 models also fea¬ 
ture dynamic stability control and traction control system.. 

The car’s handling remains as much fun as ever, it offers 
decent value for money and will paint a huge smile on your 
face.

We live in multi-cultural 
society and sometimes it 
would be nice to see things 
in plain English, but then 
many of us have learned 
the word Shunammite from 
Randy Lerner this year.

No-one had 
any issues when Villa were 
reaching cup finals and chal¬ 
lenging for Europe but as 
the troubles grew so did the 
spotlight. 

He is a decent and hon¬ 
est man who was always 
well-intentioned and his exit 
only serves to add to the un¬ 
certainty, not ease it. 

Robin Russell, chief fi¬ 
nancial officer, has stepped 
in to try to achieve continu¬ 
ity and the day-to-day run¬ 
ning of the club is unlikely 
to be affected. Villa insist it

is business as usual - pre¬ 
sumably because they have 
got used to a certain level of 
upheaval. 

Assistant manager Ian 
Culverhouse and head of 
football operations Gary 
Karsa left in May, sacked 
for alleged bullying. There 
is little room for manoeuvre 
for manager Paul Lambert 
in the transfer market, as he 
again relies on free transfers 
and bargain buys. 

And now an ally in 
Faulkner has left there 
must be a degree of sympa¬ 
thy for Lambert because he 
did not sign up for this. 

He has had his back to 
the wall for the most of his 
reign and while he has not 
covered himself in glory - in 
both results and his often 
prickly demeanour - he is 
constantly fighting fires.
